Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1961.  The  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  that 
of  last  year  to  comply  with  Ministry  of  Health  requirements. 

The  main  industries  in  the  area  are  those  connected  with 
the  cotton  trade,  e.g.  waving,  bleaching  and  calico  printing  and 
quite  a  large  number  of  wage  earners,  with  a  high  proportion  of 
women,  find  their  employment  therein.  Many  also  find  their 
livelihood  in  various  ways  in  the  nearby  highly  industrialised 
conurbations.  On  the  whole  the  level  of  employment  has  been 
satisfactory  but  there  is  so^e  uneasiness  with  regard  to  the 
future,  since  the  prosper!  t.3r  of  the  district  is,  at  present, 
overwhelmingly  linked  ,.-ith  the  cotton  industry. 

The  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for...  the 
basis  of  the  vital  statistics,  which  bear  out  the  general  impression 
that  the  standard  of  health  of  the  district  is  good.  The 
population  figure  is  virtually  unchanged  and  has  shown  little 
variation  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  death  rate,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  shows  an  increase, 
with  a  rate  when  adjusted  of  13*7  based  on  70  deaths  or  20  more 
than  last  year;  however,  this  death  rate  must  be  set  against  the 
figure  of  9»9  for  the  previous  year  which  was  well  below  the 
national  average.  As  regards  the  deaths  which  have  occured  all 
forms  of  heart  disease  together  with  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  account  for  30  or  over  50>3.  Deaths  from  malignant 
disease  show  an  increase  this  year  of  nearly  50>i  with  a  total  of 
15?  i*e.  7  more  than  the  previous  year.  I  am  glad  to  say,  however, 
that  there  was  only  one  death  from  lung  cancer  as  against  k  in  the 
proceeding  year.  This  reduction  must  not  lead  to  any  complacency 
locally  in  our  drive  to  discourage  the  young  from  acquiring  the 
cigarette  smoking  habit,  I  feel  that  the  report  on  Smoking  and 
Health  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  which  has  recently  been 
published  will  lead  to  a  more  ready  acceptance  by  the  general 
public  of  the  association  between,  smoking  and  lung  cancer.  This 
report,  however,  goes  further  and  associates  smoking  of  cigarettes 
with  other  important  conditions  notably  chronic  bronchitis,  coronary 
heart  disease  and  an  adverse  effect  on  an  established  gastric  or 
duodenal  ulcer.  Of  these  the  association  between  chronic 
bronchitis  and  cigarette  smoking  is,  from  the  Public  Health  aspect, 
the  most  important  since  this  disease  is  extremely  wide -spiv ad  and 
plays  a  considerable  part  in  lowering  the  efficiency  of  the  working 
population  in  middle  and  early  old  age. 

Infant  mortality  for  the  third  year  is  in  excess  of  the 
national  average  but  the  rates  are  calculated  on  such  small 
figures  as  to  be  of  little  or  no  significance  as  the  table  which 
covers  the  last  five,  ye  rs  clearly  indicates. 
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During  the  year  tiier  .  was  a  very  extensive  outbreak 
of  measles  throughout  the  district,  but  I  am  glad  to  say  no 
death  occured0  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  a 
smart  outbreak  of  influenza  and  material  sent  to  the  virus 
laboratory  at  Sheffield  resulted  in  the  isolation  of  the  type 
A  virus  which  was  prevalent  throughout  the  country  at  that 
t  ime  • 


One  death  occurred  due  to  traffic  accidents  and 
another  due  to  a  home  accident,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
the  Council  have  been  taking  considerable  interest  in  the 
possibility  of  the  formation  of  a  Home  Safety  Committee 
locally. 

Water  supply  which  was  undertaken  by  the  Stockport 
Corporation  throughout  the  year  is  due  to  pass  to  the 
foreshadowed  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board  with  effect 
from  1st  April,  1962. 

As  regards  sewerage^  difficulties  have  occurred  and 
which  are  referred  to  in  more  detail  elsewhere  in  the  report, 
as  a  result  of  the  surcharging  of  sewers  and  this  matter  is 
currently  being  taken  up  with  the  Joint  Sewerage  Board. 

As  reported  last  year  housing  generally  is  reasonably 
satisfactory  but  there  is  a  considerable  proportion  of  terrace 
type  property  in  which  the  amenities  are  not  consistent  with 
present  day  requirements,.  In  many  cases  they  can  be  improved 
with  the  aid  of  one  or  other  of  the  Improvement  Grants  available 
but  in  spite  of  much  publicity  inadequate  use  has  so  far  been 
made  of  them.  In  some  cases,  where  there  is  insufficient  room 
for  the  provision  of  bathroom  facilities  it  is  possible  to 
provide  reasonable  housing  accommodation  by,  as  has  been  done  in 
some  cases,  converting  two  houses  into  one,  or  three  into  two 
and  this  is  the  sort  of  conversion  which  the  Council  themselves 
might  consider  if  they  were  to  acquire  the  property. 

During  the  year  a  contract  was  allocated  for  the  erection 
of  fife teen  aged  persons  bungalows  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Council  Warden  Schemes  and  this  is  certainly  a  step  in  the  right 
direction  for  although  the  Council’s  general  waiting  list  for 
houses  is  not  very  long  the  proportion  of  old  persons  on  the  list 
is  high.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  Council  as  a  whole 
are  very  much  aware  of  tho  needs  of  their  older  residents  and  have 
dons  a  great  deal  directly  and  indirectly  to  ensure  that  such 
facilities  as  are  required  are  obtained  whenever  possible. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  Kindness  and  consideration 
which  they  have  shown  to  me,  and  to  all  the  Officers  and  Staff 
of  the  Council  for  their  unfailing  support  and  co-operation.

It  has  not  been  thought  practicable  to  recommend  to 
the  Council,  due  to  the  shortage  of  staff,  that  measurements  should 
be  taken  to  assess  the  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution  locally. 
There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  since  industry  locally  has  now 
by  and  large  put  its  house  in  order  that  most  of  the  undoubted 
local  nuisance  is  caused  by  domestic  smoke. 


FOOD 

Pood  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  has  been  reported. 

Food  Hygiene  in  the  district  can  be  considered  to  be 
reasonably  good  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  inadequate 
supervision  due  to  lack  of  staff  and  the  pressure  of  other 
urgent  duties. 

Meat  inspection  is  undertaken  by  arrange  ients  with  a 
firm  of  local  veterinary  surgeons  and  is  believed  to  be  virtually 
lOO^i.  Slaughtering  is  carried  on  in  three  slaughterhouses  and 
will  continue  until  the  new  Hygiene  and  Cruelty  Regulations  come 
wholly  into  force  in  October,  1962.  Postponement  from  the 
original  date,  1st  January,  1962,  was  made  by  the  Council  and 
agreed  to  by  the  ^linister  due  to  delay  in  the  reconstruction  of 
the  slaughterhouse,  which  alone  will  be  in  operation  after  that 
date.

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HOUSING, 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  33 1  houses  and 
"bungalows.  Of  this  number,  216  houses  and  14  bungalows  had 
been  erected  during  the  post  war  years,  whilst  during  the  same 
period  73  private  houses  were  built. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  council  houses  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  43  of  whom  12  were  resident  outside  the  area.  The 
demand  for  aged  persons  bungalows  still  continues  to  increase 
and  there  were  65  ap_  licants  on  the  waiting  list. 

During  the  year  no  ne  council  houses  were  built  and 
although  a  contract  as  let  for  the  erection  of  13  aged  persons 
bungalows  on  the  ..ark  load  site,  work  did  not  proceed  and  the 
Council  were  forced  to  make  alternative  arrangements.  It  was 
finally  decided  to  erect  15  "Homeville"  bungalows  on  the  site, 
and  these  are  hoped  to  be  completed  in  the  summer  of  1562, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  approved  schemes 
for  Standard  Improvement  Grants  in  respect  of  15  houses  and 
Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  2  houses  and  authorised  the 
giving  of  grants  a  .o unting  to  £1,e37.  Three  only  of  the  grants 
were  given  to  owners  in  respect  of  tenanted  houses. 

No  case  of  statutory  overcrowding  was  reported  during  the 

.year. 
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The  sewerage  is  conveyed  through  the  Council’s  sewers  to 
the  sewerage  disposal  works  at  Furness  Vale,  the  treatment  being 
carried  out  by  the  ,/haley  Bridge  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  Cleansing 
rodding  and  general  repairs  to  sewers  have  been  carried  out  as 
and  when  necessary  to  maintain  in  good  condition.  Enlargements 
are  necessary  to  some  main  sewers  in  the  area  to  cope  with  the 
drainage  from  additional  properties,  modernisation  schemes  to 
older  properties,  and  the  additional  trade  effluents  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  Joint  Sewerage  Board  will  undertake  the 
reorganisation  of  the  works  and  main  sewers  at  an  early  date. 
Occasional  nuisances  have  been  occurring  at  Horwich  End  due  to 
the  surcharging  of  the  9"  sewer  on  Lower  Sacclesfield  Road  after 
heavy  rainfalls.  During  these  exceptional  periods  the  sewage 
backs  up  the  gullies  in  the  yards  of  the  lower  lying  properties 
on  Macclesfield  Road,  causing  the  yard  areas  to  be  flooded  with 
sewage.  This  trouble  seems  to  be  aggrevated  by  a  ''bottle  neck" 
on  the  main  sewerage  system  where  separate  9"  sewers  from 
(a)  the  Macclesfield  Road  area  (b)  Buxton  Road  area  end  (c)  Chapel 
Road  area,  converge  into  a  12"  sewer  at  Horwich  .mid.  It  is  hoped 
that  ;i/haley  Bridge  Joint  Sewerage  Board  will  take  steps  to  remove 
the  restriction  at  this  point  with  a  minimum  of  delay  to  avoid 
further  nuisance  at  these  properties. 

No  extensions  to  sewers  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Nearly  all  properties  within  the  district  are  sewered 
excepting  those  in  the  outlying  areas  of  Fernilee  end  Cadster. 


R.,jFU3-_'  COLL  -CTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  was  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  using  a  harrier  Gamecock  Refuse  Collection  vehicle. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  maintain  a  regular  fort¬ 
nightly  service  for  the  collection  of  refuse,  the  refuse  being 
tipped  on  the  Council's  refuse  tip  at  Fernilee. 

The  contours  of  the  site  make  the  control  of  tipping  most 
difficult  and  an  improvement  of  conditions  is  much  desired.

No  case  of  diptheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the 
year.  However,  with  regard  to  figures  kindly  supplied  by  tne 
County  Medical  Officer  which  show  that  only  30  primary  com’ses 
of  prophylaxis  against  diptheria  were  completed  during  the  year 
there  can  be  no  complacency.  The  aim  must  be  lOOy  and  we  -i  re  a 
very  long  way  short  of  the  target,  -.any  of  the  young  mother's 
to-day  need  to  be  reminded  that  diptheria  is  a  disease  with  a  very 
high  rate  of  mortality  and  for  which  the  best  solution  is  preven¬ 
tion  by  active  immunization.  These  facilities  combining, 
immunization  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  are  readily 
available  free  and  can  be  obtained  from  either  the  family  doctor 
or  County  Council  Clinic. 


During  the  year  there  were  ninety— five  cases  of  measles 
notified,  all  in  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  year,  with  the 
peak  of  the  epidemic  in  the  second  quarter. 

Influenza  in  epidemic  for..:  occurred  in  January.  On  the  wnole, 
though  the  disease  was  widespread  in  both  adults  and  children, 
it  was  less  severe  in  the  latter  and  school  attendance,  thougn 
affected,  never  dropped  below  a  figure  of  50y.  I  am  glad  to^say 
no  death  occurred  and  one  case  of  pneumonia  and  influenza  was 
notified.
